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Council halts plans to 
cut education funding 


DORSET County Council (DCC) 
has said it will consult and engage 
with schools on possible special 
educational needs and disabilities 
(SEND) funding cuts, following 
calls for the authority to halt pro¬ 
posals. 

The local authority is responsi¬ 
ble for funding to support SEND 
students through tipping funding, 
which is given to schools with a 
higher than average portion of 
SEND students, and top up fund-

ing, to support students with Edu¬ 
cation and Health Care Plans 
(EHCP) who require 30 hours of 
support. 

It was previously suggested to 
discontinue tipping funding and 
reduce the top up funding from 
£10.97 an hour to £5. 


These cuts, which were due to 
come into effect from April 1st, 
would have put local schools at 
risk of job losses. 

DCC reported that the cuts were 
due to a rise in cost and demo¬ 
graphic pressures and a lack of in¬ 
crease in the Dedicated Schools 
Grant from government, which is 
money to fund the schools they 
manage. 

County councillor Ros Kayes, 
from Bridport, challenged the pro¬ 
posals and called on the county 
council to suspend any decision on 
implementing these changes until 
they had been scrutinised by coun¬ 
cillors. 

She said: “For a school like St 
Mary’s in Bridport, which spe¬ 
cialises in children with high 
needs, this will mean the loss of 11 
of their 16 teaching assistants and 
cuts of up to £7,000 each in the 
case of some children, resulting in 
an overall budget cut of £83,000. 

“That is a tenth of their entire 
budget - a school cannot easily 
survive such cuts. 

“For smaller schools like Burton 
Bradstock, who deploy their fund¬ 
ing differently, I am told the im¬ 
pact might be losing a teacher and 
possibly having to double up on 
classes.

■ A BEAMINSTER man has been made the sub¬ 
ject of a county-wide Criminal Behaviour Order 
in Dorset. 

Daniel Oliver Williams, aged 41 and of 
Hogshill Street, was found guilty at Weymouth 
Magistrates'Court on Wednesday, March 8th, of 
a number of offences including assault and 
using threatening, abusive or insulting words 
or behaviour toward another person.

Williams was sentenced to four weeks in 
prison, suspended for 12 months, and was or¬ 
dered to pay compensation of £100.

BUSINESS partners Sophie Annett and Heather 
Godfrey recently launched The Cabin at Fernhill 
Hotel, between Lyme Regis and Charmouth, 
offering holistic treatments to both guests and 
the wider community. 

The pair joined forces after moving to Lyme 
Regis within a month of each other and 
discovering they shared interests. Both fully 
trained therapists and qualified teachers in their 
own right, they recognised the benefit of 
creating a mutualistic business relationship that 
enables them to support each other, the hotel, 
potential clients and other therapists too. 

Sophie grew up near Crewkerne and lived in 
Bristol and France before moving to Lyme with 
her husband and baby son. Heather's family also 
originate from the local area but, with her father 
serving in the RAF, she moved around the 
country a lot as a child. She moved to Lyme last 
year with her family now grown up and is 
grandmother to 12. 


• HOW did you first become interested in holistic 
therapy? 

Sophie: I can remember as a little girl always wanting 
to give my mum massages and finding knots in her 
back so I suppose since then! It has been something I 
have always had a huge interest in. I visited a cranio¬ 
sacral therapist a few times starting when I was around 
10 or 11 and she had a huge impact on me. I couldn't 
believe how it could appear she was hardly even mov¬ 
ing her hands on me but it had such a deeply relaxing 
and powerful effect. I still use some of the movements 
she taught me in my treatments today. 

Heather: I became interested in complementary 
medicine in the early 70s and was introduced to the 
concepts and philosophies of many complementary 
and alternative practices; acupuncture, homeopathy, 
osteopathy, herbalism, Ayurveda and Aromatherapy. 
Aromatherapy attracted me the most. The odorous, 
sensual, qualities of essential oils stirred something 
with in me and I became increasingly fascinated by 
their psycho-emotional qualities and the influence 
these qualities have on mood, emotion, memory, and 
also their physiological qualities, especially immuno¬ 
logical. 

• TELL us a little about your career history... 

Sophie: My first job was temping as a therapist in a 
boutique spa hotel in Surrey. Although it was a mas- 
sage-factory-like environment, it was my first job doing 
something I was beyond passionate about and I abso¬ 
lutely loved it. The hotel offered me a permanent posi¬ 
tion and with that came lots of in-house training and 
experience before I left to move to Brighton. Here I dis¬ 
covered Uniquely Organic Eco Spa - a beautiful, holistic 
sanctuary that perfectly fitted with my ethos and what 
I wanted to be able to offer my clients. The four years I 
spent there enabled me to grow both spiritually and in 
terms of what I could offer as a therapist. I trained with 



the IAIM around this time too, to become an infant 
massage instructor and ran busy classes from the same 
space. I left when we moved away to France and took 
time off to be with my baby. It wasn't until we settled 
in our new home in Lyme Regis that I was ready to 
throw my heart and soul back into doing what I love. I 
have since completed my training to become a hypno¬ 
birthing instructor and am building up a following with 
my massage again. 

Heather: I worked for Robert Tisserand when he first 
began to develop his business in the 70s. My fascina¬ 
tion kindled, I later completed a BSc Joint Honours De¬ 
gree in counselling and complementary medicine, then 
Masters certificates in supervision of counselling, and 
mindfulness, and a PGCE. I ran a private practice for a 
number of years and also taught within my local com¬ 
munity for local FE colleges, and lectured at the Univer¬ 
sity of Salford. My books, which explore the historical 
context and therapeutic application of essential oils, 
are pending publication - very exciting! 
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• WHY did you choose Fernhill Hotel to offer your 
treatments from? 

Sophie: I started working as a freelance therapist for 
Fernhill Hotel when we first moved here and I always 
loved the 'cabin' space there. I have worked from so 
many different locations and some just feel special and 
as if they were made to accompany your practice. I felt 
it had a huge potential to be a great healing place and 
somewhere you could escape into and completely 
relax. 

Heather: I relocated to Lyme Regis last year. 
Serendipitously, Sophie moved here a month later, just 
two doors along the lane from me! We discovered we 
shared similar interests and passions; both experienced 
therapists in our own right, both starting a new page, 
a new chapter, in a new and exciting location. 

• HOW would you described The Cabin?

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Improvements made at academy, 
but there's work to do say Ofsted 


ST Mary’s Academy in 
Beaminster has been 
rated as “requires im¬ 
provement” following 
their most recent Ofsted 
inspection. 

This is an improvement 
from the school’s last Of¬ 
sted inspection in 2013, 
which put the school into 
special measures and led 
to St Mary’s converting 
to an academy under the 
Diocese of Salisbury 
Academy Trust (DSAT). 

The inspectors recog¬ 
nised the school’s “sig¬ 
nificant improvement” 
since converting to an 
academy. 

The school was in-

spec ted in January and 
received “requires im¬ 
provement” for: effec¬ 
tiveness of leadership 
and management; quality 
of teaching, learning and 
assessment; personal de¬ 
velopment, behaviour 
and welfare and out¬ 
comes for pupils, but 
“good” for early years 
provision. 

Inspectors found that 
“leaders, including gov¬ 
ernors, have been too 
generous in their evalua¬ 
tions of pupils’ outcomes 
and the quality of teach¬ 


ing” and as a result there 
are still “inconsistencies 
in teaching and learning, 
which slows pupils’ 
progress”. 

However, they did 
recognise that “current 
rates of progress are ac¬ 
celerating” and that there 
have been “significant 
improvements in teach¬ 
ing and learning over 
time”. 

The report stated that 
governors “do not hold 
school leaders strongly 
enough to account in 
pursuing identified 


weaknesses” and “gov¬ 
ernors’ questions do not 
lead to fast enough im¬ 
provements in teaching 
and learning”. 

However, teaching in 
the early years is effec¬ 
tive and inspectors re¬ 
ported that “children get 
a good start to their edu¬ 
cation and are well pre¬ 
pared for their next stage 
in learning” and “pupils’ 
outcomes in the year one 
phonics checks are 
rapidly improving”. 

Inspectors found that 
“there are still too many 
weaknesses in the teach¬ 
ing of basic mathemati¬ 
cal and writing skills”, 


which means that 
“pupils across the school 
are not well enough sup¬ 
ported to meet their full 
potential”. 

During the two days 
the inspectors were at 
the school, they com¬ 
mented on many posi¬ 
tives, and said: “Pupils 
are provided with a 
broad and enriched cur¬ 
riculum promoting their 
social, moral, spiritual 
and cultural develop¬ 
ment.” 

They also said that 
“children demonstrate 
respect and tolerance for 
the views of others” and 
“leaders take effective 


Council to consult with schools over funding cuts

“The really excellent work 
being done by schools with 
special needs children is under 
threat. 

“It galls me in particular that 
the county council seem to 
have waited until after the re¬ 
cent SEND Ofsted inspection 
[see page six] before announc¬ 
ing these cuts, which have not 
been through any of the 
county’s scrutiny committees 
and were totally unexpected for 
many elected members. 

“This is clearly an equalities 
issue. These are the most vul¬ 
nerable children in our commu¬ 
nities, many of these children 
suffer from poverty, neglect 
and abuse as well as educa¬ 
tional needs. 


“This decision was made with 
minimal consultation with 
schools and head teachers are 
justifiably furious. The issue 
has not been discussed by any 
committee at DCC.” 

DCC will now apply the rate 
for top-up payments in 
2015/16, which was £7.25 per 
hour over 52 weeks, but as they 
pay over 39 weeks, the rate will 
be £9.69 per hour and it will not 
stop tipping point payments be¬ 
fore further consultation with 
schools. 

During the summer, the 
county council will consult 
with schools on introducing a 
banding system of payments 
from September in which fu¬ 
ture EHCPs would not specify 
hours, but would ascribe the 


pupil to a band in accordance 
with a new set of criteria. 

A spokesperson for DCC 
said: “We will work together 
with schools to develop a 
medium and long-term strategy 
for managing the budget set by 
government and ring-fenced for 
children and young people aged 
Oto 25. 

“We will look at resourcing 
annual reviews of EHCP so 
they can be carried out together. 
This will help us understand the 
different ways in which we can 
design services to meet the in¬ 
creasing need. 

“We will bring the informa¬ 
tion that has informed the 
strategic thinking to date to the 
next Schools Forum to be clear 
about the next steps and how 


we will work with schools on 
future planning and implemen¬ 
tation.” 

Kay Taylor, executive princi¬ 
pal of the Minerva Learning 
Trust, which includes the Sir 
John Colfox Academy, Brid- 
port Primary School, St Mary’s 
Primary School and Burton 
Bradstock Primary School, 
said: “We are pleased to hear 
that the local authority is look¬ 
ing again at the funding for 
SEN pupils. 

“There are still significant 
cuts coming for schools and it 
is still unclear how funding will 
be allocated in September as 
they move to a new system, but 
at least schools have some time 
to prepare for this and there is 
time for further consultation.”

■ AS a former district and town councillor and 
ward member, I fully support the plans of Hay¬ 
wards to in part develop St Michael's Trading Es¬ 
tate and in part to refurbish other estate 
buildings.

I am, therefore, of the opinion the plans set out 
the best possible solution long term to satisfy the 
needs of the inhabitants of Bridport. 

They provide a better environment for the cur¬ 
rent tenants to work while at the same time en¬ 
couraging others onto the estate. There is the 
provision of some much needed affordable hous¬ 
ing for those of our young people trying to get a 
foot on the housing ladder and, moreover, in 
boosting the town's economy.

meet local housing needs.

Works at West Bay were due to start again on 
Monday, March 27th and run through April 4th 
and some night shift work may be required. 

The method of West Bay's dredging works has 
been adjusted slightly following delays. 

Works were previously scheduled to begin on 
March 11th and last for eight days, with no 
night shift work required.

BRIDPORT'S first ever Green Fortnight has launched 
and aims to inspire local people to live a more sus¬ 
tainable lifestyle and celebrate what the town does 
well. 

Transition Town Bridport are heading the event 
and will be working with other groups, businesses 
and individuals in the town to promote a greener 
and more sustainable local economy. 

Sarah West, of Transition Town Bridport, said: "Brid¬ 
port is lucky to have a high street full of local busi¬ 
nesses - so one of our key messages is 'buy local 
first'. 

"Local businesses have a lot to offer in terms of ex¬ 
cellent products and customer service. 

"If we all shift a little more of our spending to¬ 
wards them this will create far greater benefit for 
the local economy than money spent in chain 
stores or on the internet. Spending £10 on local 
food boosts Bridport's economy by £17.60. 

"By reusing and recycling wherever possible we 
can also help lessen the impacts of climate change." 

Many of Bridport's shops will be featuring local 
goods, energy efficient and environmentally 
friendly products in their displays, and labelling 
local goods with 'Buy Local Bridport' labels. 

Some local cafes will be creating special dishes 
using local ingredients. 

Local chef and campaigner Hugh Fearnley-Whit- 
tingstall is backing Bridport's Green Fortnight. 

He said: "Bridport is a vibrant town with a track 
record of running great events. I am sure the Green 
Fortnight will continue this tradition. 

"It is a great opportunity to showcase what Brid¬ 
port does well and to celebrate the independent 
spirit and local enterprises that make it a dynamic, 
forward-thinking place." 

Mr Fearnley-Whittingstall is known for his com¬ 
mitment to local, seasonal ingredients and is de¬ 
lighted that the Green Fortnight includes a buy 
local campaign. 

He added: "The provenance of food - where it 
comes from and how it is produced - is so impor¬ 
tant. 

"If we support small producers who are doing 
things well, we get better food, with far fewer food 


miles attached - and of course the local economy 
benefits too." 

Sarah West added:"We have a Facebook page and 
we urge people to visit this during the fortnight to 
post photos and tell us what has inspired them." 

The fortnight started on Friday, March 24th and 
runs until Saturday, April 8th 

Bridport Town Council is supporting the town's 
first Green Fortnight and has turned the town hall 
clock green for the event. 

The town council is also being recommended to 
reaffirm its commitment to its climate change strat¬ 
egy and bring forward proposals for further initia¬ 
tives and actions, including proposals to update the 
strategy. 

The recommendation is from the council's envi¬ 
ronment and social wellbeing committee, which re¬ 
cently received a report of some of the town 
council's actions following the adoption of the strat¬ 
egy. 

These include: 

■ Installation of solar panels at the town council's 
Plottingham depot, the cemetery workshop and at 
Mountfield. The panels at Plottingham were in¬ 
stalled five years ago and through generating its 
own electricity in this way and with the feed in tariff, 
the town council has recovered all the installation 
costs. 

■ Installation of a solar hot water system at the 
town council offices at Mountfield. 

■ Increased recycling materials at all buildings and 
sites managed by the town council. 

The town council has also supported a large num¬ 
ber of projects to help 'green' the town, including 
increasing cycle routes, enabling more community 
management of green spaces and providing more 
allotments. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, leader of the council, 
said:"lt is pleasing that we are supporting the Green 
Fortnight. 

"The town council has delivered a number 
of projects as part of its climate change strategy but 
it is timely that we review the strategy and, through 
the council's town plan, look at other projects and 
initiatives that we can bring forward." 


County's special needs support is 
set to improve following inspection 


DORSET County Council has 
vowed to work with its partners to 
improve support for children and 
young people in Dorset who have 
special educational needs and dis¬ 
abilities (SEND) following an in¬ 
spection. 

Ofsted and the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) carried out an 
area inspection in January of work 
with children and young people 
with additional needs in the county 
council area. 

This included services provided 
by the county council and other 
agencies, such as the NHS and 
special schools. 

The inspectors found that “fre¬ 
quent changes in senior leaders 
have reduced the local area’s ca¬ 
pacity to implement the disability 
and special educational needs re¬ 
forms effectively” and that “lead¬ 
ers arrangements to check the 
quality and impact of their work in 
the local area are inconsistent”. 

However, the report stated that: 
“The inspection team recognises 
the strong commitment of leaders 
and staff to improve the local 
area’s work to safeguard children 
and young people” and “The local 
area provides high-quality residen¬ 
tial provision for children and 
young people with complex 
needs”. 

It was found that “completing as¬ 
sessments for education, health 
and care plans on time and in part¬ 
nership with appropriate agencies 
is weak” but that health, education 
and social care professionals 
“work together effectively to 


quickly identify the needs of the 
youngest children”. 

Inspectors reported that leaders’ 
arrangements to check the quality 
and impact of their work in the 
local area are “inconsistent”, but 
that “the local area’s focus on im¬ 
proving the life chances if children 
who are looked after is effective”. 

Sara Tough, Dorset County 
Council’s director of children’s 
services, said: “We take these find¬ 
ings very seriously and are com¬ 
mitted to working with our 
partners, parents and carers to im¬ 
prove services and outcomes for 
children and young people with 
additional needs. 

“We need to continue to make 
progress in improving how quickly 
we complete plans and get better 
at working together with our other 
agencies to meet children’s needs. 

“The inspection team told us 
they believed that we have a clear 
understanding of what needs to be 
done and that our plans are having 
an impact.”

The inspectors also interviewed 
parents and carers of children with 
SEND, who said they would like 
to be more involved and for the 
agencies to share more about the 
work they are doing with them. 

The council is inviting parents to 
local meetings where they can talk 
about their experiences of SEND 
services. 

Cllr Deborah Croney, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for learning, 
skills and children’s safeguarding, 
said: “We know we have some 
work to do to make the experi¬ 
ences of all our children and young 
people with additional needs bet¬ 
ter. We are already making signif¬ 
icant improvements across a 
number of areas. 

“We want to make every child’s 
experience a good one. 

“We will be working closely 
with parents, carers, schools and 
our partners so together we can 
make sure all our children in 
Dorset reach their highest poten¬ 
tial.”

Beaminster man given county¬ 
wide Criminal Behaviour Order 


A BEAMINSTER man has been made the subject of 
a county-wide Criminal Behaviour Order in Dorset. 

Daniel Oliver Williams, aged 41 and of Hogshill 
Street, was found guilty at Weymouth Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday, March 8th, of a number of of¬ 
fences including assault and using threatening, abu¬ 
sive or insulting words or behaviour toward another 
person. 

The charges related to an incident at Tesco in Lyme 
Regis on Tuesday, February 21st. 

Williams was sentenced to four weeks in prison, 
suspended for 12 months, and was ordered to pay 
compensation of £100. 

He was also issued with a restraining order and 
made subject to a rehabilitation activity requirement. 

On Wednesday, March 22nd, a further hearing took 
place at Weymouth Magistrates’ Court to consider the 
Criminal Behaviour Order. 

The order will run for five years until March 21st 
2022 and states that he must not: 

■ Act or incite others to behave in an anti-social 
manner, that is to say a manner that causes harass¬ 
ment, alarm or distress to any persons within the 
commission area of Dorset. 

■ Use or incite others to use threatening behaviour 
or intimidating, insulting or abusive words or be¬ 
haviour in any place to which the public has access 
in the commission area of Dorset. 

■ Be drunk or intoxicated in a public place. 

■ Enter any licences premises to which he has al¬ 
ready been barred under the Bridport and Area Pub- 
watch Scheme. 

■ Be in possession of any open container of alcohol 
or consume alcohol in any place other than licensed 
premises. 

■ Enter any retail premises on Marine Parade, Lyme 
Regis 

■ Enter The Cooperative Stores, 23-24 The Square, 
Beaminster. 

■ Enter Bridport Tourist Information Centre, Brid¬ 
port. 

■ Enter Mountain Warehouse Store, 6 East Street, 
Bridport. 

■ Enter The Spar Stores, 23 East Street, Bridport. 

■ Enter Tesco Express, Broad Street, Lyme Regis. 

■ Enter The Cooperative Stores, Broad Street, Lyme 
Regis. 

He must engage with EDP Drug and Alcohol Ser¬ 
vices at least once a week until discharged by EDP. 

Police Constable Scott McGregor, of Bridport Po¬ 
lice, said: “Williams’ unacceptable behaviour has 
caused misery to residents of Beaminster, Bridport 
and Lyme Regis for a number of years. 

“I am grateful to the communities for their support 
in preparing this application, which helped demon¬ 
strate the extent of Williams’ behaviour and the dis¬ 
tress it has caused. 

“I am pleased the court agreed with this application 
and could see that there was a need to protect the pub¬ 
lic from his behaviour. 

“With the prohibitions and the positive requirement 
to attend and engage with EDP, I hope that this allows 
Williams to take the necessary supported steps to

“We will go into Tan¬ 
nery Road, through the 
bus station, out of the 
bus station and stop out¬ 
side of the bus station. 

“To my knowledge, 
no one else is changing 
because they are not 
being charged, we are 
the only people being 
charged.

LOCAL residents are being invited to find 
out more about how Bridport can feed itself 
and the town’s local food producers. 

On Saturday, April 8th from 6pm in the 
WI Hall on North Street, the team behind 
‘How Can Bridport Feed Itself?’ will reveal 
headline findings of some new research into 
the current value of Bridport’s local food 
economy. 

Building on the work of many local food 
initiatives and several years of campaign¬ 
ing and awareness raising under the banner 
of Food Future Bridport, this event will 
also be a celebration of the local food pro¬ 


ducers and retailers already in the town. 

This research forms part of a wider com¬ 
munity economic development process led 
by Dorset Community Action, in partner¬ 
ship with Bridport Town Council. 

The report’s findings suggest that £56mil- 
lion a year is spent with food retailers in 
and around Bridport, nearly 87 per cent of 
this is spent in the national supermarket 
chains. 

Linda Hull, part of the research team, 
said: “Put simply, £525,000 leaves our 
economy every week, that is more than half 
a million pounds a week benefiting distant 
shareholders else-

Mountjoy headteacher's 151 
half-marathons 


MOUNTJOY headteacher Jackie 
Shanks has raised more than £800 
for the school and Cancer Research 
UK through running 151 half 
marathons.

Dorset Police respond to Westminster attack 


DORSET Police have paid tribute to those af¬ 
fected by the London terrorist attack last week 
and said that public safety is their priority. 

Following the events in Westminster - which 
killed five people, including police officer Keith 
Palmer and the terrorist who stabbed him outside 
the Houses of Parliament - Dorset Police Chief 
Superintendent Colin Searle said: “Our thoughts 
are with anyone affected by the events in London 
and our condolences are with the families and 


friends of those who tragically lost their lives, 
including a serving police officer. 

“Public safety is our priority and we have a va¬ 
riety of established operational tactics that are 
regularly used to ensure that our local commu¬ 
nities and businesses are both well prepared and 
protected. 

“Our aim is to reduce the risk to the public and 
maximise public awareness. As is normal prac¬ 
tice, we are in touch with national anti-terrorism 


coordinators. There has been no change to the 
threat level in the UK. We regularly review in¬ 
telligence and information and would like to re¬ 
assure the public that there is no specific threat 
to Dorset. The public should be alert but not 
alarmed. 

“Members of the public should always remain 
alert to the danger of terrorism and report any 
suspicious activity to police on 999 or the anti¬ 
terrorist hotline 0800 789 321.”

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Mapperton to highlight Pepys link 


DIARIES by the 1st Earl of Sandwich and his cousin 
Samuel Pepys, marking an historic royal moment, 
will be a highlight for visitors to Mapperton House, 
near Beaminster, this summer. 

The day King Charles II boarded a ship on the 
coast of Holland to return from exile on May 23rd 
1660 was chronicled by both men, who were in at¬ 
tendance on board the Charles , formerly the Naseby. 

The then Admiral Edward Montagu was head of 
the fleet and captained the ship on the King’s tri¬ 
umphal return to English soil after nine years. 

Samuel Pepys, the famous diarist, and Montagu’s 
younger cousin, was a clerk in the Navy Office at 
the time and later became Secretary to the Navy, re¬ 
sponsible for preparing the fleet for the Dutch Wars. 

Later given the title of Earl of Sandwich as recog¬ 
nition for his part in restoring Charles to the throne, 
Edward Montagu’s handwritten journal gives a fas¬ 
cinating picture of a hugely important day in the his¬ 
tory of the English monarchy. 


Pepys’ writings include lively and often amusing 
accounts direct from the King on how his dishevelled 
state meant he was often mistaken for a “rogue’ dur¬ 
ing his flight from Cromwell’s forces and how he at 
one point was forced to drink alcohol to prove he 
wasn’t a Roundhead. 

The Earl of Sandwich says: “Samuel Pepys cap¬ 
tures everyone’s imagination and he seems the per¬ 
fect vehicle to explain what was happening in the 
17th century, especially when the King came back to 
claim the throne. 

“The soon-to-be 1st Earl was given the task of 
bringing his Majesty home on board his ship, the 
newly-renamed Charles. 

“We hope our visitors will enjoy this exhibit and we 
are very lucky to have our team of volunteer guides 
on hand to help us interpret these wonderful stories.”

SEARCHING for the right care home is not 
something any of us do every day. Often 
when the time does come, it can be quite 
stressful for all involved. Whether one of our 
homes is right for you or not, we are here to 
provide some guidance on the factors you 
might want to consider in choosing a care 
home. 

Step One: Understand your needs - There 
are many different types of care homes, 
ranging from homes which provide special¬ 
ist nursing or dementia care to others which 
simply offer a safe and comfortable new 
home for people who may need a little as¬ 


sistance with daily life. 

Which one you choose will obviously de¬ 
pend on the level of care required. Most 
homes will work with the person entering 
care to undertake a full care assessment, 
often with input from family or friends, so¬ 
cial workers, care managers or GPs. 

Step Two: Identify the best location - Many 
care home residents have strong social and 
family connections in their local communi¬ 
ties, and will often stay in the same area to 
maintain these relationships. For others, 
moving into a care home can provide an op¬ 
portunity to move closer to family or friends 
to make it easier for them to 
visit or provide additional sup¬ 
port. 

Once you have an under¬ 
standing of the type of care re¬ 
quired and the location which 
best meets your needs, you 
can start to develop a shortlist 
of homes. There are a number 


of online care home directories which can 
provide a good place to start, or you can just 
use a few Google searches to narrow your 
search. 

Step Three: Check on quality standards - 

At this stage you should also take some time 
to check third party reviews of some of the 
care homes you may be considering. The es¬ 
tablished independent regulator for care 
homes in England is called the Care Quality 
Commission. They undertake regular in¬ 
spections of all care homes to ensure they 
meet government standards and can help 
identify any areas for concern. In Scotland, 
the independent regulator is the Care In¬ 
spectorate and in Wales it is the Care and 
Social Services Inspectorate Wales (CSSIW). 

Step Four: Visiting shortlisted homes - 

Once you have shortlisted a number of 
homes, it is well worth the time to visit each 
of them to look around, meet the manager, 
speak to staff and residents and get a feel 
for life within that home. 

Just like family homes, care homes differ 
considerably in character and atmosphere 
and it is important to find an environment in 
which you or your loved one feels comfort¬ 
able. This is very much about personal 
choice and a visit to the home will enable 
you to get a feel about everything from the 
care home team and how they approach 
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care to the general buzz and atmosphere of 
a home. 


Step Five: Cost of care - The cost of care 
can vary greatly depending on the level of 
support required, but there may well be 
some options available to help fund the sup¬ 
port you need. It's important to know your 
entitlements at this stage, and to ensure you 
discuss the costs thoroughly with each care 
home manager to ensure you have a full un¬ 
derstanding of what your care will cost. We 
know this is one of the biggest concerns for 
people looking for care, to help you better 
understand your funding options; view 
page 19. 

Step Six: Settling in - When you do find the 
right care home, moving in can be the start 
of a positive new life. Many of our residents 
take up new hobbies or are able to rekindle 
interests that weren't possible without the 
help of friendly and supportive staff.

GOVERNMENT support: Depending on 
your situation, you may be eligible for gov¬ 
ernment assistance in meeting some, or 
all, of your care costs. 

Social care isn't free to everyone. Coun¬ 
cils only have a limited amount of money 
and they may choose to pay for only those 
people who are in most need of help. 
When you contact your council about get¬ 
ting a care service it will carry out a care 
assessment. Depending on where you live, 
if your needs are assessed as low or mod¬ 
erate you may not be entitled to free care.

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—I Recycling banks at risk of removal 


PEOPLE AREN'T PUTTING THEIR ITEMS IN THE CORRECT BIN 



MORE ‘bring banks’ for recycling 
cartons could be at risk of removal 
across Dorset due to people 
putting items in the wrong bank. 

Last year, the Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership (DWP) removed bring 
banks across Dorset for materials 
that can now be recycled at the 
kerbside, such as glass, paper, 
cans and plastics. 

However, some residents are 
still taking these items to locations 


where the banks used to be and 
leaving them on the floor, which 
is considered littering or fly-tip- 
ping. 

Some are placing items in the 
wrong banks, causing materials to 
be spoiled, especially glass as bot¬ 
tles or jars thrown in with non¬ 
glass items which can ruin entire 
banks of recyclable material. 

As a result, bring banks for car¬ 
ton recycling are now at risk of re¬ 


moval as they are becoming too 
costly to provide. 

Cartons typically used for food 
and drink packaging, such as 
juices, soup, milk and sauces, are 
made from fibre, plastic and alu¬ 
minium foil, so are recycled sepa¬ 
rately to cardboard and paper. 

While they shouldn’t be mixed 
with other recycling at the kerb- 
side, these waste cartons can be 
flattened and taken to a carton 
bank. 

Cllr Barbara Manuel, a member 
of the DWP’s joint committee, 
said: “We know most of these res¬ 
idents are trying to do the right 
thing by taking their glass, paper, 
cardboard, cans and plastics to the 
car parks where the remaining 
bring banks are, but this is now in¬ 
correct and completely unneces¬ 
sary. 

“The kerbside Recycle for 
Dorset service is available to ev¬ 
eryone to conveniently recycle 
these items and we will take extra 
recycling at the kerbside if placed 
in a sturdy container. 

“There are also dozens of recy¬ 
cling locations around the county 
- including our own household re¬ 
cycling centres - that accept these 
items. We just ask that you don’t 
put incorrect items in the wrong 
banks, or leave them on the floor.” 

Cllr Ray Bryan, also a member 


of the DWP’s joint committee, 
said: “It would be such a shame to 
lose the carton recycling service in 
Dorset just because a few well- 
meaning individuals are unaware 
they are using the bring banks in¬ 


MEMBERS of Christchurch Bor¬ 
ough Council have voted to sup¬ 
port a proposed referendum on 
local government reorganisation 
in Dorset. 

At their extraordinary full coun¬ 
cil meeting on March 21st, coun¬ 
cillors voted 13 to nine in favour 
of conducting a referendum 
through postal ballot with sup¬ 
porting information required. 

The referendum will seek resi¬ 
dents'views on the proposed cre¬ 
ation of two new unitary autho¬ 
rities in Dorset, particularly the 
urban council comprising Bourn¬ 
emouth, Poole and Christchurch, 
which Christchurch voted against. 

The other authority comprises 
West Dorset, North Dorset, Purb- 
eck, Weymouth & Portland and 
East Dorset, and the councils 
which supported the proposal to 
form two unitary authorities - 
West Dorset, Weymouth & Port¬ 
land, Bournemouth, Poole, North 
Dorset and Dorset County - 
agreed and sent a formal pro¬ 
posal to Sajid Javid, the Secretary 


correctly. I think many people 
falsely believe these items are 
sorted by hand, when in reality we 
are completely reliant on residents 
putting the right things in the right 
banks. 


of State for Communities and 
Local Government, asking him to 
replace Dorset's nine councils 
with two new unitary councils. 

Given the mixed results that 
came from Christchurch resi¬ 
dents, with the household survey 
showing support for reorganisa¬ 
tion but the open survey against, 
councillors felt it was important to 
take the opportunity to ask the 
opinion of residents once more. 

Members were advised by chief 
finance officer Ian Milner that the 
estimated cost of holding the ref¬ 
erendum using polling methods, 
£75,000, was not good use of 
public money given the consulta¬ 
tion carried out across Dorset last 
autumn. 

The postal vote option sup¬ 
ported is estimated to cost ap¬ 
proximately £50,000. 

Cllr David Flagg, acting leader of 
Christchurch Borough Council, 
said: "Our priority is to ensure 
our residents' views are repre¬ 
sented.

PLAYDOME will be doing an 
Easter egg hunt over Easter 
on Good Friday, Saturday 
and Easter Monday, all free 
of charge! We are however 
closed on Easter Sunday! 

Playdome is also part of Sunny days Nurs¬ 
ery. 

Working parents of three to four-year-olds 
in England will soon be eligible for 30 hours 
of free childcare - rather than the current 15 
hours. The childcare is only available at Of- 
sted registered nurseries, pre schools and 
childminders. The new scheme will be 
available from September 2017 and your 
child must have turned 3 before the start of 
the academic term. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can be used 
term times for 38 weeks or parents can 
spread the free childcare out over 51 weeks 
but they would only get 21.5 hours per 
week. 

The Government has been rolling out a 
pilot scheme in 8 English areas: Wigan, 
Staffordshire, Swindon, Portsmouth, 
Northumberland, York, Newham and Hert¬ 
fordshire. The scheme is scheduled to go 
nationwide later this year. 

There has been 75% take up by eligible 
parents within the trial areas. Choice of 
hours and days maybe limited so it will be 
wise to start looking for suitable providers 
now. It is possible to split your childcare be¬ 



tween two providers to access 
the 30 hours. 

Not everyone is eligible 
but everyone will still receive 
the 15 hours free childcare 
that is currently available for 3 
and 4 year olds. For more information 
please visit www.childcare-support.tax.ser- 
vice.gov.uk. 

The Eligibility rules for the 30 hours free 
childcare are: 

• Your child will be aged 3 or 4 when the 
scheme starts in your area. 

• YBoth parents must be working - or the 
sole parent is working in a lone parent 
family. 

• Each parent earns, on average, a weekly 
minimum equivalent to 16 hours at 
National Minimum Wage or National 
Living Wage. 

• Each parent must have an annual 
income of less than £100,000. 

• You live in England.

Prep: 10 minutes 
Cook: 15 minutes 

You will need: 

• 12 cupcake cases 

• 2x piping bags and a 2D nozel (not 
essential, you could spread the icing on 
with a flat knife, but a piping bag gives it 
a more professional finish) 

• electric whisk 

For the cupcakes: 

• 150g unsalted butter, softened 

• 125g self-raising flour 

• 25g cocoa powder 

• 150g caster sugar 

• 3 eggs 

• 12 mini Creme Eggs (freeze before 
adding to the batter) 

For the topping: 

• 150g unsalted butter (never use mar¬ 
garine as you won't get the same con¬ 
sistency), softened 

• 350g icing sugar 

• yellow food colouring (optional) 

• 6 Creme Eggs (chilled - it's good to 
have a few extra in case they crack 
when slicing), halved 

Cupcake method: 

1. Preheat oven to Gas mark 4/180'C 
/170'Cfan. 


2. In a large bowl, whisk all the ingredi¬ 
ents (except the mini Creme Eggs, 
which should be in the freezer chilling 
nicely before you are ready to bake) until 
creamy. 

3. Spoon the mixture into the individual 
cupcake cases and pop a frozen mini 
Creme Egg into each case. 

4. Bake for 10-15 minutes. 

5. To check they are cooked just press 
gently and they should spring back. 
Leave the cakes to cool. 

For the frosting: 

1. Put the icing sugar and butter in a 
bowl, using an electric whisk, beat to¬ 
gether until well mixed - if necessary 
add a drizzle of hot water to soften the 
mixture. 

2. Now divide the icing between two 
bowls and in one bowl add a tiny drop of 
yellow food colouring. 

3. Mix well and keep adding more until 
you have the desired colour. 

4. Now fill the piping bags with alternate 
dollops of yellow and white icing - this 
gives the two tone effect.

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Internationally acclaimed film returns to Bridport 


WHEN The Salt of the Earth was shown to 
a packed house of Bridport Film Society 
members last year it was the best re¬ 
ceived film of the season. Now, on April 
6th, Bridport Camera Club, in association 
with Bridport Arts Centre, is bringing the 
international award winning film backto 
Bridport. This time tickets are available 
to all and the opportunity to see this vi¬ 
sually stunning and thought provoking 
documentary is not to be missed. 

Directed by Wim Wenders (one of 
whose best known works was Buena 
Vista Social Club), the film follows the 
life and career of Brazilian photographer 
Sebastiao Salgado. Since he began his 
career as a professional photographer in 
1973, Salgado has travelled the world 
telling the stories of the planet's most 


vulnerable people, torn by conflict, 
famine and displacement, in haunting 
black and white images. In 1984, he 
photographed the famine in Ethiopia; in 
1991, the bitter conclusion of the first 
Gulf war in Iraq; and in 1994, the geno¬ 
cide in Rwanda. 

Eventually, having reached a point 
where he could no longer endure the 
human suffering he has witnessed, Sal¬ 
gado turns away from photography and 
returns to his family's farm, where he 
sets about reversing the effects of years 
of neglect and erosion caused by over 
cultivation. His regeneration methods 
came to be adopted throughout South 
America and eventually, the world. In 
the film, the growth of a seedling on the 
farm is a metaphor for Salgado's rejec¬ 


tion of despair and rediscovery of hope 
and faith in mankind, as he embarks on 
his latest photographic project, Genesis, 
a record of the discovery of unspoiled 
territories and astonishing flora, fauna 
and landscapes and a tribute to the 
beauty of the planet. 

The story is told in the words of co-di- 
rector Juliano Ribeiro Salgado, the pho¬ 
tographer's son, and of Salgado himself 
and is accompanied by a hypnotic 
soundtrack by Laurent Petitgand. 
Painful to watch at times, the film charts 
the depths of the human race, but over¬ 
whelmingly its message is of hope and 
regeneration - "a powerful, thought 
provoking film whose stunning images 
will stay with you for a long time."

The tube journey back 
into central London was 
just the same as usual and 
although Westminster sta¬ 
tion was closed and it did 
feel a bit eerie as the rush 
hour train passed the 
empty platforms, London¬ 
ers went about their busi¬ 
ness with their normal 
level of purpose and poise. 

After pausing to take 
stock, I continued with my 
working day and went to

A RECENT report published by Right- 
move showed that asking prices in Eng¬ 
land and Wales increased to 
above-average figures during February 
and March of this year.

5 TIPS FOR BETTER ELECTRICS 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. It can be hard to tell how 
old your home's electrics are 
and how safe they are. Fuse 
boxes are sometimes replaced 
without the wiring being 
changed, for example, and 
even ones that look relatively 
modern won't necessarily 
comply with current regula¬ 
tions. If you're planning build¬ 
ing work, get a qualified 
electrician to check the 
electrics - they should be 
checked by an electrician 
every 10 years anyway, and often when buying a property, as 
rewiring it will cost thousands of pounds. 

2. A full rewire, which is expensive and disruptive, may not be 
necessary - the electrics may just need updating, such as 
adding or moving sockets, or changing the light fittings. 
Smaller jobs like this are less expensive and disruptive than a 
full rewire, but may reveal problems with the wiring you didn't 
know about. It's a good idea to live in a new home before hav¬ 
ing it rewired or partially rewired so you can work out where 
you need new sockets and switches. 

3. Dated bathrooms often lack 
practical and safe electrics, 
such as an extractor fan. Ex¬ 
tractors help to prevent 
mould and mildew by remov¬ 
ing the moisture from the 
room. They also extract smells, 
which is handy for any room 
with a loo in it, and usually 
come on with the ceiling light, 
although they can be turned 
off separately. If you're some¬ 
one who keeps the extractor 
turned off because the noise 


is annoying, you've defeated the purpose of having one, so 
consider investing in a 'silent' extractor, which may not be ex¬ 
actly that, but close to. 



4. These days, the light switch for the bathroom is often lo¬ 
cated outside the door, which isn't ideal if you want to put the 
light on when you're naked and already in the bathroom. For 
this reason, a pull cord in the bathroom, although more tradi¬ 
tional, may be a more practical option for your household. 
Bathroom wall lights, or an illuminated mirror, can be a useful 
alternative to a ceiling light, either for soft, mood lighting or 
bright, task lighting. 

5. While some electrical work in some rooms can be done 
safely and legally by DIYers, getting a qualified electrician to 
do it is recommended - check their credentials and references. 
The easiest option is often to use an electrician who belongs 
to a government-approved 'competent person scheme', such 
as NICEIC (www.niceic.com), as they can self-certify that their 
work complies with building regulations. 

HOW-TO TIP 

If you're laying a stone floor, such as slate tiles, it's often advis¬ 
able to seal them with tile stain stop/sealer first so that any tile 
adhesive and grout you get on them is easier to remove, espe¬ 
cially if the tiles are textured. Check with the manufacturer or 
retailer, though, as this may not be advisable for your particu¬ 
lar tiles.
